of them being shot every year. 
From the far North is brought down 
the snow-white ptarmigan, which is 
the Arctic grouse, and tho Jet black 
capercailzie, the finest g«xtne on wing. 
From tho polar regions the Lapps 
send down the Arctic goose and the 
meat of elk and reindeer, the wonder­ 
ful reindeer cheese and the bald 
fleshed salmon from tho northern riv­ 
ers. 
These and other of the best sal 
mon called gratias, are eaten raw’ on 
the best tables, being considered loo 
dainty a morsel to spoil with fire 
They aro served w ith oil, vinegar, p< p 
per and a sauce of sweet herbs. 
Cereals and Fruita. 
The southern lands produce a vari­ 
ety of cereals, garden produce, fruits, 
and here are located some of the prin­ 
cipal food industries. 
Great quanti­ 
ties of grain are exerted from llel- 
singborg. 
The country grows deli­ 
cious apples and pears and a wonder 
ful variety of small berries, which 
when cooked into sauces go well with 
the game dishes. 
To know’ how well 
the gooseberry can be made to tarde, 
it is necessary to go to Sweden. Cloud 
berries, too. are among the national 
dishes 
They are a delightfully fla­ 
vored, amber colored fruit, a species 
of raspberry. Cranberries are as plen 
tiful as In America. 
So are tho cher­ 
ries, and the Swedes excel in their 
preparation. 
Oatmeal is as much of a staple in 
Sweden as In Scotland. 
It is ent»*n 
in all sections of the country and by 
all classes. 
Oats Is the main cereal crop of the 
country. 
Next in quantity aud first Iii 
importance, perhaps, is rye, for this 
form# the principal breadstuff. 
Bar­ 
ley ranks third in order and is culti­ 
vated in all parts of the country ex­ 
cept the extreme North. 
The wheat 
production is less than half that of 
barley aud one-tenth that of cats. 
The national bread is made in the 
form of a large, round cake, from one 
to three feet in diameter, about aa 
thick as a plate and nearly aa hard.

shield for the flame, aud consequently 
of the ‘‘Isnt horn.” 
One proof of their value is the fact 
that previous to the Invention of the 
Argand burner, in 1784, lamps had en­ 
tirely fallen out of use, a glance at the 
prints of that period being sufficient 
to convince one that candles reigned 
supreme not only in tho houses of 
the people, but In the churches and In 
all other places of public assembly. 
In such places there was an official 
whose sole duty It was to pass round 
armed with a pair of snuffers and an 
extinguisher on the end of a long 
stick, attending to the requirements 
of such of his flaring rods of tallow or 
wax as needed his attention.

Well*, “and so began tire (p.likening 
of the human m ind to the existence o f 
this universal presence. 
And even 
then the science of electricity remained 
a mere little group of carious facta for 
200 years, comic n e I perhaps with m ag­ 
n e tism -a 
men* 
guess 
that—perhaps 
with the lightning. • • * Except for 
the lightning conductor, it was 250 
years before electricity stepped out of 
the cabinet of scientific curiosities into 
the life of the common man.” 
Gilbert’s theories and guesses about 
magnetism—he 
concluded 
that 
the 
world is a vast spherical magnet—were 
serious aud furreai hiug, and he em ­ 
bodied them in a book with a ponder­ 
ous Infill title the drat great book on 
physics published iu E^glund. 
But his 
experiments w ere chiefly of the curio 
aud plaything sort. 
An English col- 
lection of Elizabethan letteuf aud a n ­ 
ecdotes of court life quotes the opin­ 
ion of a provincial young lady of qual­ 
ity, but recently come up to l.ondou to 
accept a position in the queen's house­ 
hold, who bud witnessed some of them.
